CIO Trains Guns 
On ‘Fascist’ Bills 


WASHINGTON, April 13—(AP)—CIO Pres. Philip Mur- 
ray said Sunday that industrialists, delaying wage raises until 
Congress acts on labor bills, threaten to force great strikes 


in America. 

In biting words to 250 CIO lead- | 
ers assembled to fight congres- 
sional labor bills, Murray said | 
such strikes would threaten not | 
only America’s economic stability | 
which look to America. 

He did not say that such stop- 
pages are imminent. But he at- 
tributed to employers a “threat to 
force strikes upon the people” and | 
expressed the hope that “surely |

hazard in 1947.” 


Murray assailed the two big la- | 


bor bills pending in Congress as | 
“the first real step toward the. 
development of Fascism in the 
United States.” 


The meeting opened a _ nation- | 


wide drive in which the CIO, with 
its 6,000,000 members, will fight 
the bills by mass meetings, radio 
broadcasts, newspaper advertise- 
ments, visits and telegrams to Con- 
gress, leaflets, petitions, and other 
means. 

The drive was launched as the 
legislation reached the action stage 
in the Republican-controlled Con- 
gress. The House starts debate on 
Tuesday, with passage expected 
on Friday. The Senate Labor 
Committee plans to finish work on 
its bill Monday. 

Murray closed the CIO meeting 
with a speech saying American 
and world stability “lie in the lap 
of American industrialists.” He 
accused major industry of “an 
orgy” of “actual racketeering” and 
“organized robbery” in the matter 
of prices and profits. 

He said that with very few ex- 
ceptions, there has been no real 
collective bargaining for the last 
few months. He indicated he was 
talking especially about steel, 
autos, and electrical equipment. 

There is only one reason for this, 
he said—‘they are going to wait 


until they find out what Congress | 


is going to do.” 

A sharp exchange over Com- 
munism took place in the meeting. 

Murray did -not interfere with’ 
the speeches on Communism but 
commented later, “too often men’s 
tongues will wag whilst their 
brains stand still.” He said these 
differences do not mean there is 
any “impairing division” in the 
CIO. 

In an earlier speech, Murray 
said the CIO expressed its atti- 
tude toward Communism at its At- 
lantic City convention last Novem- 
ber. Then he added: 

“The enemies of organized la- 
bor. are bent upon the ultimate 
destruction of the labor move- | 
ment.”’ 

The CIO. convention delegates | 
approved a policy statement say- 
ing they “resent and reject” Com- 
munist efforts to interfere in| 
trade union affairs.

Norse Ship Sinks in Atlantic; Nine Missing 

CAPE MAY, N. J., April 13—(UP)—A Norwegian cargo ship, 
the Belpamela, sank in the North Atlantic Friday and nine of the 
27 persons aboard are missing, the Coast Guard reported Sunday. 

The John P. Mitchel, which picked up 18 survivors after the 
sinking, messaged that the Belpamela was sunk when rolling cargo 
burst her sides. The location of the ship was given as 1,200 miles 
east of Norfolk, Va. 

The rescued crew members reported that the nine men still 
missing had put off in life rafts before the ship went down. The 
Coast Guard asked all vessels in the vicinity to conduct a search 
for the men. 


Ford Foremen Get Permit To File Strike Notice 


DETROIT, April 13—(UP)—The Foremen’s Association of Amer 
ica Sunday night approved a request from its Ford chapter for 
permission to file a 30-day strike notice against the Ford Motor 
Company. 

The Ford chapter of the independent union represents 3,700 fore 
men at Ford plants in the Detroit area and a strike would idle some 
90,000 Ford workers. 

The chapter voted last week to seek termination of its contract 
with the firm, a move promptly matched by the company, which 
announced it also wanted termination. 


Press for Lower Prices, Congress Urged 

WASHINGTON, April 13-—(UP)—Economist Robert Nathan sug- 
gested Sunday night that Congress threaten to re-impose the excess 
profits tax on industry unless it co-operates with President Truman's 
anti-inflation drive and voluntarily lowers prices. 

Nathan, onetime top New Deal economist and a former Deputy 
Director of the Office of War Mobilization and Reconversion, said 
in a radio broadcast that there was little Congress could do to stop 
an inflationary spiral. 


“I doubt the feasibility of even thinking about reinstating con- 
trols like OPA,” he said. “But they (the Congressmen) can bring 
pressure to bear against excessive prices and can expose profiteer- 
ing where it exists.” 

He also suggested that Congress could hold public hearings t# 
expose “lush profiteering.” 


Lindbergh Indorses Truman Foreign Policy 


NEW YORK, April 13——-(UP)—Charles A. Lindbergh broke his 
long silence on world affairs Sunday to indorse by implication 
President Truman’s new foreign policy and plead for the achieve- 
ment of American aims abroad even at the cost of using military 
force. 

Without specifically mentioning the President, Lindbergh said 
in a statement distributed to the press that he was pleading “again 
for a consistent American policy toward Europe” of helping nations 
with ideals similar to the United States’. 

“We have destroyed Nazi Germany only to find that in doing 
so we have strengthened Communist Russia, behind whose ‘iron 
curtain’ lies a record of bloodshed and oppression never equalled,” 
Lindbergh said. 


Milk Strike Halts Supply to 530,000 Families 


BOSTON, April 13- 

F. Bradford, 1,700 milk truck drivers and creamery workers went 
on strike Sunday and frantic mothers besieged union headquarters 
for emergency service. 

The wildcat walkout cut off deliveries of 60 percent of the milk 
supplies for communities in Eastefn Massachusetts, including 
Boston. It was estimated that 530,000 families from Worcester to 
Cape Cod were affected by the controversy over length of the 
work week. 

The drivers quit when their eleventh-hour compromise plan 
was rejected by the 17 companies involved. After holding out 
for six days’ pay for five days’ work, the union finally agreed to 
a five-and-a-half-day work week.

“Russia,” Wallace said, “would 
not want to be excluded if, as I 
should like, we applied the tech- 
nique of the Tennessee Valley to 
the Valley of the Jordan, and used 
the resources of modern science 
to transform the sandy desert that 
lies between the Tigris and Eu- 
phrates once again into the Gar- 
den of Eden.

HITLER LOGIC 


“FDR Feared 
U.S. Jail—So 


Invasion’ 


FRANKFURT, Germany, April 


13—\.P'\—Adolf Hitler miscalculat- 
ed the date of the Allied invasion 
of France. He was sure the inva- 
s:on would come because, by a 
queer process of reasoning, he 
thought that President Roosevelt 
feared being thrown in jail if he 
failed to win the war. 

This was revealed Sunday in 
the captured stenographic records 
of his wartime staff conferences. 
On Dec. 20, 1943, he told his top- 
ranking military leaders: “There 
is no doubt about it that they have 
fixed the date—about the middle 
of February or early in March 
next vear (1944) the attack in the 
west will be launched.” As it was, 
the invasion did not come until 
June 6—three months later. 

Hitler fixed the date in his 
mind by reasoning that Roosevelt 
had to win the November, 1944 
elections “because after all this 
man has done, he must emerge 
only as victor—or he will be ar- 
raigned before an American state 
court six months after he failed to 
be elected.” 

Hitler said he was “firmly con- 
Vinced” the Allies could not in- 
vade the west successfully, but he 
admitted he was worried and that 
the Allied attack “can decide the 
war.” If the Germans ward off 
the attack, he predicted, the war 
then would be over. 3

The Greeks 
Aind the Problem 


I have been but twice to Greece. My only 
2 4 opportunity for a somewhat comprehensive view 
ii emeaiate and first-hand study was in 1945, at the time of 
the civil war. 

There have been many changes in Government and conditions 
since that time. Because of my very real admiration and respect 
for the Greeks as a people, as well as for their great contribution to 
democracy, history and the arts, I long have had a genuine regard 
for them and a hope for their future. 


President Truman’s proposal for aid to Greece has met with two 
chief objections. One is that it would sustain the present royal 
government in Greece. The other is that it would be the first of 
other such steps, one growing out of the other. 

To the first I demur. 

The purpose of the loan is not to support the present government, 
but to assure the Greeks of a government which would be one of 
their choice without interference from beyond their borders. It 
also purposes to aid the nation’s economy. No government can 
stand without jobs. 


on eye As for the second, it is true. I do not see how 
Responsibility anyone but those who wistfully and with 
nervous hands clutch at the clock of time seeking to turn it* back 
can fail to see that the mantle of world responsibility which the 
British Empire wore for so long has been thrown by. destiny around 
the shoulders of this great nation. This is not to say that we should 
rejoice and be glad about it. But it is to say, most emphatically, 
that it is true ahd not at all a question of whether we like it. The 
question is what we will do about it. The question is whether we 
will ‘move vigorously into world affairs when it is possible to accom- 
plish results, or wait until war comes and pay greatly in blood and 
money for what could have been bought earlier at cheaper rates. 


Greece In my list of able reporters, there is none higher than 

Raymond Daniell, foreign correspondent of the New 
York Times. I have known him for some years and have had an 
opportunity to be associated with him for brief intervals in London 
and in Germany at the Nuernberg trials. He is not one of the exhi- 
bitionist type, and so you may not have heard of him. Nevertheless, 
while there are some as able, none is, in my opinion, more able. 
In seeking to read all I could on-the Greek problem, I have read him. 


His newspaper has produced an editorial, following a series of . 


dispatches from him, which sums up expertly his conclusions ‘as 
to what has happened in Greece since 1945 and what conditions 
now appear to be. Because it is, in my opinion, a fair and able 
summing up, and because he still is there as: an observer, I pre- 
sent it. 


k : He reports “that the Greek Government operates in an 
epor atmosphere of chaos and extremism, and that it has not 
only made mistakes but also resorted to extreme measures which 
we cannot condone. Confrorited with terrorism and guerrilla war- 
fare fed from across her borders, Greece is beginning to take on 
some aspects of a police state. The Security Police is arresting 
persons suspected of subversive activities in the dead of night and 
banishing them without trial to some tiny Aegean islands. Villages 
are exposed to terrorism of both leftist and rightist bands with 
which the Government is unable to cope and between which it does 
not always take an impartial stand. Economic chaos induced by 
the ravages of war and civil war has been intensified by the Gov- 
ernment’s réfusal to establish those emergency controls which all 
countries, including the United States, found necessary during the 
war: namely, rationing, price control and adequate taxation. 

“But Mr. Daniell also finds some other facts. He finds that while 
perhaps half the Greeks oppose monarchy in principle, many more 
than half, including many convinced republicans, are now for the 
crown, because it is a stabilizing factor and a shield against Com- 
munism, which they fear far more. He also finds that the King 
is limited to his constitutional functions ,and that the real rulers of 
the country are the Premier and his Cabinet. That Cabinet is sup- 
ported by 85 percent of Parliament, chosen in elections which 
American, British and French observers attested as a fair expression 
of the people’s will. If Cabinet and Parliament are weighted by a 
rightist preponderance, that preponderance has been created in part 
by: the leftist boycott of the election, which reduced the Parliamen- 
tary opposition. Moreover, there is freedom of the press and free- 
dom from censorship, with the opposition perfectly free to express

It Was 
A Sorry Spectacle 


W ASHINGTON—After a delay of nearly three 
months the Senate has finally confirmed the 
4 nomination of David E. Lilienthal as chairman 
of the all-important new Atomic Energy Commission. 

That it did so by the decisive majority of 50 to 31 attests to the 
sober-mindedness of the collective judgment of the Senate. 

Nevertheless, it was a sorry spectacle the august chamber pre- 
— to the country by holding up the nomination for so long a 
ime. 

What makes it all the more inexcusable is that the fight on Mr. 
Lilienthal did not revolve around his competence to undertake one 
of the most important posts of the day. That was not in dispute. 
Even his opponents, for the most part, conceded his ability. 


Trivial If the fight on confirmation had turned on the qualifi- 

: cations of the former TVA head to administer the vital 
functions of the Atomic Commission, then the prolonged delay 
and bitter debate might have been somewhat justified. 

As it is, it was centered on trivial, petty charges—such, for ex- 
ample, as the fanciful complaint of the aging Sen. McKellar, Ten- 
nessee Democrat, that Lilienthal had Communistic leanings. 

Others like Sen. Taft, the Ohio Republican with his eyes on his 
party’s presidential nomination next year, opposed him on the 
grounds that he was a “New Dealer.” 

For almost three months an acrimonious debate was built around 
these flimsy charges. There was no question of Mr. Lilienthal’s 
fitness. 

No one sought to argue in his behalf that he was an indispensable 
man for the post, yet it is difficult to see how Pr*sident Truman 
could have picked a better man for the assignment. He had been 
entirely successful as the director for a number of years of the great 
Tennessee Valley project, a background that should have fitted him 


well for his new duties. 

Not First Sensing the controversy that Mr. Lilienthal’s nomina- 
tion might provoke, Mr. Truman first sought to name 

several of the nation’s foremost scientists to the Commission 

chairmanship. . Dr. Conant, President of Harvard University, was 

one of these. 

When they refused to serve he turned to Mr. Lilienthal as the 
ablest man available. In many respects he seems far better equipped 
for the major task of atomic energy development than some of those 
originally considered. 

But a powerful segment of the Senate did not like the TVA 
man’s political views. These Senators allowed McKellar, an ancient 
foe of Lilienthal, to lead them into a futile campaign of opposition 
to the nomination. 

It did not matter that our activities in the vastly important field 
of atomic energy were permitted to suspend While the Senate en- 
gaged in bickering and strife over trivial charges. 

Although the fight against the nomination was led by McKellar 
and supported by a handful of other conservative Democrats, it 
was the Republicans who were largely responsible for the defeatist 
tactics employed. Sen. Taft was the spearhead of these forces. He 
was the moving spirit behind the scenes in the unsavory spectacle 
the country witnessed. 

For this reason, it is difficult not to see where he has injured 
himself in his presidential aspirations by the performance that took 
place. Certainly he did not increase his stature by what was done 
under his leadership. 

By the same token, however, another Republican presidential 
possibility boosted his stock measurably by his comportment in the 
same case. This is Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, who 
took the lead opposite Taft in defending Lilienthal. It was his in- 
fluence mainly that prevented Republicans from making a partisan 
issue of the nomination. 

In this, the first test of strength betwen two of the foremost 
Republican leaders of the Senate, the Michigan Senator has bested 
one of his chief rivals for the party nomination.in 1948.

However unwittingly Mr. Tru-

Kain Gives 
Reasons Back 
Of Appetite 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 

One perplexed overweight de- 
mands to know what has “forced” 
this enormous appetite on her, and 
claims to be much hungrier now 
she weighed less. 
Well, force of habit started it. 


Hunger doesn’t always mean the 
body is in dire need of food. With 
the overweight it often means it’s 
“time” to eat heartily again, as 
established by habit. 

When there is plenty of poten- 
tial energy stored in the excess 
fat, you do not actually* require 
all the food craved. But the rea- 
son you may feel hungrier now 
than formerly is this: When ex- 
cess fat clogs the body fires, not 
enough energy is derived from the 
food eaten, which predisposes to 
overeating. This accumulation of 
fat in the body cells also makes 
for fatigue. So you overeat to 
get more energy, the body fires 
do ndt burn brightly and more 
fat is stored.. It’s a vicious circle. 

Too, if the meals do not nour- 
ish the vital tissues, there is hid- 
den hunger to contend with. While 
you don’t usually associate mal- 
nutrition with overweight, it often 
exists. Many overweights who 
look the picture of robust health 
are not well fed from the stand- 
point of nutrition. Poor food hab- 
its, regardless of the number of 
calories, do not insure minerals, 
vitamins and protein, and inade- 
quate amounts of these portective 
nutrients lead to tissue hunger and 
a constant craving for food. The 
hunger is really for the missing 
essentials, but unless food habits 
are changed the craving continues, 
and so does overeating. 

There’s the reason I’m everlast- 
ingly urging the protective foods, 
and stressing the absolute neces- 
sity for a change of food habits. 
Switch to better foods, with a 
greater share of the calories in 
fresh vegetables, fruits, lean meat, 
milk, cheese, eggs and whole 
grains; the vital tissues will be 
nourished and the craving to over- 
eat gone. : 

Of course, there’s hunger that 
isn’t hidden! That is the kind 
that comes from continued over- 
eating. .The essentials are all 
there, but with too many calories. 
The ‘stomach becomes enlarged 
with oversized. meals and remains 
stretched as long as overeating 
goes on. It takes smaller meals 
to cut the appetite down to size. 
Overweights are usually amazed 
to find that .after a time they do 
no feel hungry on small rations. 

We’re right back where we 
started Habit. Get in the 
habit of eating smaller meals but 
well-balanced meals and you will 
not be tempted to overeat. Face 
the fact that it’s false appetite 
you're dealing with and it’s easier 
to cope with it. Try the protec- 
tive reducing way of eating for 
one weék.
